Way Has Been Found, It Is Said, to 
Settle Chicago Strike. 
Chicago, June 19.—It is freely pre­ 
dicted today by both the m em bers of 
the Em ployers' association and labor 
leaders 
th a t 
the 
te am s ters’ 
strike 
which has been in progress for over 
two m onths, will be a thing of the past 
before the end of the p resen t week. 
Efforts are now being m ade in two 
different directions to briqg about an 
ad justm ent of the difficulty. 
Accord­ 
ing to one of the officials of the Chi­ 
cago Federation of Labor th e strike 
will be called off entirely by the strik­ 
ers them selves. 
As a step toward this 
end. it was decided Sunday at an ex­ 
ecutive m eeting of the Chicago F ed­ 
eration of Labor to begin missionary 
work at once with m em bers of the 
te am sters’ join council. 
T he plan is 
to work on these officials aud bring a 
majority of them to favor calling off 
the strike. 
When this has been ac­ 
complished, 
these m em bers of the 
joint council are to advocate such a 
course to the strikers, and when it is 
assured that a majority of the strikers 
have com e to the sam e way of think­ 
ing a referendum vote of th e strikers 
will be taken on the question. 
This 
official of the Federation of Labor de­ 
clared that by this m eans only co"Id 
the trouble be settled, as he declared 
the strikers would rath e r call off the 
strike than accept the term s of set­ 
tlem ent proposed by the em ployers’ 
association. 
Several im portant w itnesses appear­ 
ed before the grand jury today to tell 
what they know of the bribery charges 
In connection with the labor troubles 
in Chicago. 
S tate’s A ttorney Healy 
said that although the evidence sub­ 
mitted to the jury last week had been 
of great importance, the testim ony to 
be given this week would be of even 
more sensational character, and that 
before the adjournm ent of the inqui­ 
sitorial body a num ber of indictm ents 
against both employers and labor lead­ 
ers would be returned.
